Its Place in the Small City, by Marian C. Manley, Librarian Newark 
Business Library, Chairman of the C.E.D’s Committee for Library 
Service, and of the A.L.A. Committee on Relations with Business Groups. 
A direct challenge to every library, large and small, comes from Donald 
R. Burgess, Department of Commerce, who writes in the January 1 Li- 
brary Journal: “One thousand new businesses opened every day before 
the war; one thousand failed every day. Enormous economic toll when 
their total employment potential is considered. Many of these businesses, 
we know, failed merely for lack of information that libraries had on their 
shelves.”
